Early Importations. 


HE most comprehensive history 

| of Holstein cattle that I have 
found was the work of Winthrop W. 
Chenery, and appeared as an intro- 
duction to the first Holstein Herd

March 15, 1871, at a meeting of the 
Association of Breeders of thorough- 
bred Holstein cattle; it was resolved 
that a Holstein Herd Book be published 
by the authority of that Association. 
This was the first great step in the 
authentic recording of the animals of

tion in 1872 of the first herd book of 
Holstein cattle in this country or any 
other. 

The origin of the various 


ocean were the most fertile pastures 
in the world. On these pastures grazed 
the most famous cattle in the world. 
An ox often weighed more than 2000 
pounds. In a single village 4000 kine 
were counted. Butter and cheese were 
exported to the annual value of a mil- 
lion. The farmers were industrious, 
thrifty and independent.” 

Mr. Chenery’s sketch of the Hol- 
stein breed was monumental and re- 
flected the trained ability and in- 
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remote, and the study of bovine an- 
cestry thus partakes to some extent 
of the same nature as delving in the 
forgotten records of a misty antiquity. 
Nevertheless, more than half a de- 
cade had passed after the close of the 
Civil War before the first attempt was 
made to publish a herd book of Hol- 
stein cattle. The work of reconstruc- 
tion was well advanced and the North 
and South, once more a united democ- 
racy, had joined hands for the up- 
building of the country, when on

breeds of dairy cattle is obscure and 
only the slightest details of their 
early history have been handed down 
to us, but it is well understood that 
long before the beginning of known 
Jersey or Ayrshire history, the black 
and white cattle of Holland had ac- 
quired a reputation as producers of 
milk and butter. 

Mr. Chenery quotes from Motley’s 
history of the united Netherlands— 
“On that scrap of solid ground res- 


cued by human energy from the’ 








dustrious research of the scholar. In 
that sketch he introduces convincing 
evidence to prove the startling theory 
that the other great dairy breeds trace 
their origin back through the centu- 
ries to the cattle of Holland. I cannot 
undertake to go into his argument in 
detail now and can only recommend 
the Chenery article to the student of 
Holstein literature, who will certainly 
find it very interesting reading. It 
was an entirely new idea with me to 
think of Ayrshires, Jerseys and milk- 
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ing Shorthorns as descended from the 
Holstein breed. 

The history of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle in America begins with the ear- 
liest importations, which occurred, we 
are told, early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, these cattle being brought over 
by the West India Co., and the early 
Dutch settlers in New York, whose 
household equipment would not have 
been complete without the family cow. 

Gerritt S. Miller mentions an im- 
portation made in 1795 for the Holland 
Land Co., at Cazenovia, Madison 
County, N. Y. The shipment consist- 
ing of eight head, six of which were 
cows, was kept the first winter in 
Bergen, N. J., where the animals at- 
tracted much attention by their 
large size, beautiful markings, and 
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them and their produce there in 1833. 
They were large, well-spread cattle, 
black and white in color, and remark- 
able for their uncommon yield of 
milk.” He adds that subsequently in 
the herds of both father and son the 
pure breed was lost. Therefore, none 
of these earlier importations are rep- 
resented in the registered Holsteins 
of this country at the present time. 
To Mr. Chenery belongs the credit 
for bringing over from Holland the 
cattle that were to form the founda- 
tion stock for the first registered Hol- 
steins recorded in America. The first 
importation made in 1852 consisted 
of only a single cow. Five years 
later a bull and two cows were brought 
over, and in 1859 four more cows, but 
on account of a disease that appeared 





her cud and Chenery and his disciples 
were developing the most magnificent 
race of cattle that this country had 
ever seen, quite unmindful of wars 
and rumors of wars. Directly after 
the war an importation, consisting of 
a bull and three cows, was made by 
Gerritt S. Miller, of Peterboro, N. Y., 
who later became President of the 
Association of Breeders of Thorough- 
bred Friesian cattle. In this connec- 
tion it may be interesting to note 
that Mr. Miller is still living on the 
same farm to which these pioneer 
cattle were brought in 1869. Mr. 
Chenery also mentions an importation 
by General Tilton, Deputy Governor 
of the National Military Asylum at 
Togus, Maine, this importation con- 
sisting of a bull, a cow and a heifer.

excellent type, but for some reason, 
they did not do well and entirely ran 
out. 

There appears to be no record of 
later importations until about 1810, 
when Mr. Chenery mentions that a 
bull and two cows were brought over 
by Hon. William Jarvis and placed 
upon his farm in Vermont, where they 
were bred successfully for a time but 
later became mixed with other breeds. 
We can thus think of Holstein cattle 
being reared in New England at the 
time of the war of 1812; and some 
ten or fifteen years later, perhaps 
when LaFayette visted the United 
States as the nation’s guest, a Mr. Le- 
Roy of New York imported some 
Holstein cattle, some of which were 
sent to the farm of his son on the 
Genesee river in New York. 

Mr. Chenery quotes Allen, who said 
concerning these cattle, “We saw

among them at the time of the pleuro- 
pneumonia panic, all these cattle and 
their progeny were seized and des- 
troyed by the Massachusetts govern- 
ment with the single exception of a 
young bull. It is said that on the very 
day of their slaughter Mr. Chenery 
took steps to make another importa- 
tion, and in the fall of 1861 brought 
over a bull and four cows. These 
animals Mr. Chenery mentions as 
forming the groundwork of the pres- 
ent Holstein stock in this country. 
Tmis at the beginning of the great 
conflict between the North and the 
South, the foundations were being 
laid for an institution that later was 
destined to become the most potent 
force in upbuilding the dairy interests 
of the whole country. While in the 
South brother was fighting against 
brother, in the north the black and 
white cow was contentedly chewing 


When it is remembered that a trip 
across the ocean occupied at that 
time from one to two months, it will 
be understood that the question of 
bringing over a shipment of cattle 
from Holland meant a great deal 
more than at the present time, when 
the journey from one continent to an- 
other can be made in less than a week. 

The early development of the breed 
in this country was slow, but numer- 
ous importations were made during 
the ten years from 1875 to 1885. Mr. 
Hoxie, the former Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry, states that as 
early as he can determine, about 
10,000 animals were brought over dur- 
ing that decade. During the eighteen 
years following, no further importa- 
tions were made, and only a few cattle 
have been imported from Holland 
since. 
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NOTABLE HERD HEADERS.

OR MANY years the 30-lb. mark 
F was looked upon as being far 
beyond the capacity of any cow. But 
history has shown this to have been 
an erroneous conception. In a short 
time people began to speak of the 
“30-lb. list,’ and the wonder grew, 
not that a cow  could_ produce 
thirty pounds of butter in seven days, 
but that any one breed of cattle could 
muster such an imposing array of 
record makers. Bye and bye another 
sensation was sprung, a 30-lb. cow had 
produced a 30-lb. daughter. 

Here again history repeated itself, 
and similar instances with even larger 
records became multiplied—and people 
began to talk of the “list of 30-lb. 
cows with 30-lb. daughters.” 

True progress aims to accomplish 
that which has hitherto been unat- 
tainable, and so the breeders’ goal 
was raised yet higher, and the wis- 
dom accumulated from years of ex- 
perience in breeding and feeding was 
directed toward producing three gen- 
erations of 30-lb cows. 

In 1912 this achievement was con- 
summated. The three great cows were: 
Buttercup Clothilde Pietertje (32.92- 
lb.), her daughter, Mary Walker Pie- 
tertje (31.81 lb.), and her daughter, 
Marion Walker Pietertje (31.63-lb.). 
Thus each of the three had a record 
greater than 31 lbs., and while up to 
the present time two other combina-

tions have produced three generations 
of 30-lb. cows, none of them has a rec- 
ord as high as 31 lb. It is interesting 
to note that one of these combinations. 
the most recent of the three, re-intro- 
duces us to our old friends—Beauty 
Pietertje and Lillian Walker Pietei- 
tje—the first 30-lb. mother and daugh- 
ter, with the granddaughter, Ruby 
Walker Pietertje (30.21-lb.). Another 
significant feature is that Marion 
Walker Pietertje was sired by a son 
of Beauty Pietertje, so that this 
remarkable cow figures prominently

in two of the three combinations of

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purchased at a long price by a prom- 
inent western breeder, it was not until 
many of the best cows in the herd had 
been bred to him. Among this num- 
ber was Marion Walker Pietertje, the 
only 30-lb. cow whose dam and both 
grandams are 30-lb. cows; also the 
only 31-lb. cow whose dam and dam’s 
dam each have records above 31 lbs. 
The result of this union was Beauty 
Walker Pietertje Prince, who as his 
illustration shows, has individuality 
in keeping with his breeding. His 
six nearest dams, all 30-lb. cows, have 
records averaging 31.65 lb., surely a 
showing equalled by very few sires. 

Beauty Walker Pietertje Prince is

THE PRESENT STATUS OF THE 
HOLSTEIN FRIESIAN BREED. 
By M. H. Gardner. 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. 


(Editor’s Note—To Kimball’s’ Dairy 


Farmer belongs the credit for securing 
the following admirable paper from the 
pen of one peculiarly well qualified to 
write intelligently and interestingly on 
this important topic. To the publication 
named as well as to Mr. Gardner we 
are indebted for permission to reproduce 
this article for the benefit of our readers. ) 


T IS with no little diffidence that 

I underake any discussion such as 
the heading of this article indicates; 
for it has always been my object in 
writing to avoid anything that might 
seem unduly optimistic, trying for the 
golden mean. But he would be a cold- 
blooded man, indeed, who, having 
watched the progress of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed as I have watched it, 
could write of that breed without 
showing an enthusiasm that might 
by some be considered as a result of 
optimism. Overpraise and doubtful 
claims for any breed are to be avoid- 
ed by its true friends; they do more 
harm than good. Whenever I read 
such statements I am always’ remind- 
ed of the devout statesman, who, al- 
most despairing of the success of his 
political party, at the Thursday eve- 
ning prayer meeting prayed, “Deliver 
us from our fool friends, O Lord, and 
we will ourselves look out for our 
enemies.” Plain statements of facts 
are always best; for by as much as 
a beginner in the improvement of his 
dairy herd is misled by rosehued 
statements, by so much does he be- 
come unduly pessimistic even when he 
is really getting fairly good results. 
It never pays to lead a man to expect 
too much. For strictest honesty is in 
all -respects the best business policy 
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for all breeders of pure bred dairy 
cattle; for even then we are able to 
tell stories of production that seem to 
the uninitiated little less than fairy 
tales. 

I have been with the Holstein-Frie- 
sian breed for over 30 years, and have 
watched it steadily grow from small 
beginnings to the great popularity it 
row enjoys. At the same time I have 
seen the Holstein-Friesian Association 
increase from about 200 to about 6,000 
members. When I first knew the 
breed, there were a few herds in 


present demand can not last. But I 
have known men who have waited all 
their business lives with that idea in 
their minds, and having grown old 
are now passing their unimproved 
herds to their sons. In the estimation 
of these mossbacks, pure bred ani- 
mals are not worth the prices they 
bring. Ask one of them if he has ev- 
er figured out the difference in money 
production between the average pure 
bred and the average common dairy 
cow, and he will reply in the negative. 
An acquaintance of mine waited 20

and New York, 
and a scattering of individual 
animals farther west. Now the breed 
reaches from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and has a good foothold as far 
south as Virginia and Tennessee. 
How many pure bred Holstein-Frie- 
sians there are living at the present 
time it would be hard to determine. 
But if eight years is taken as the 
average length of life of the recorded 
female and four years as that of the 
recorded male, there are approximate- 
ly 125,000 recorded females and 30,000 
recorded males living; though any fig- 
ures are little more than guess work. 
However, the number of common 
dairy cattle in the United States is 
so large, and. the number of’ pure bred 
cattle of all the dairy breeds taken 
together so comparatively small, that 
no young man just taking up the 
breeding business will live long 
enough to see any lessening -of the 
demand for pure bred stock. On the 
contrary, with the growth of dairy 
education he will see a great increase. 

There are now hundreds of farmer- 
dairymen waiting to buy Holstein 
cattle when they shall become cheap- 
er; and they really believe that the

years to buy, and then paid double 
the price at which he could have 
bought at the start. He is now won- 
dering how many thousands of dol- 
lars he lost by waiting. At present 
the demand for Holstein females more 
than equals the supply. This demand 
is from the whole northern part of 
the country from Maine to Washing- 
ton; and it increases as the supply 
increases. Should the supply at 
some future time show a surplus so 
as to somewhat lower prices, an ex- 
tensive market will be found in the 
southern states. 

The only valid reason for the exist- 
ence of any dairy breed is the as- 
surance that through the use of the 
blood of that breed the production of 
the common dairy herds of the coun- 
try can be increased. This may be 
accomplished either by the use of 
pure bred females in dairy herds, or 
by grading up through the use of pure 
bred males in common herds. Both 
ways are in use, but the latter gets 
broader results. As not one bull in 10 
that is born is needed in pure bred 
herds, the surplus are sold at attrac- 
tive prices for use in common and 
grade herds. The use of pure bred

Holstein bulls in this way pays re- 
markably well; for not only. are 
grades so produced much more profit- 
able in the dairy than were their 
dams, but also there is ready sale for 
them. Thus there is good money in 
raising grade Holsteins for sale. Dur- 
ing the past winter and spring Wis- 
consin and other states have been 
fairly combed for good grade Hol- 
steins at high prices, and the demand 
is constant. An Idaho buyer was in 
Wisconsin last month wanting 3000 
head for shipment to southern Idaho. 
The business in grades is at present 
in.as active and healthy a condition 
as is that in pure breds. 

In the buying and selling of pure 
bred Holsteins, both private and pub- 
lic sales have their advocates. In 
buying at what our English friends 
call private treaty, some buyers claim 
they can get closer to the seller, and 
that the personal relation so estab- 
lished is more satisfactory. The suc- 
cess of public sales and their con- 
stant increase in number show that 
this form of selling and buying has 
become very popular. If no abuses 
arise, the public sale certainly has a 
bright future. These sales are of two 
kinds; the one made up of breeders’ 
consignments to the sales manager; 
the other, of cattle owned by one 
man, having been either bred or pur- 
chased by him. The success of any 
sale depends upon the confidence the 
buyers have in the man or men be- 
hind the sale. It is the consensus of 
opinion that no undesirable animal 
should be offered, and in order that 
there may be no semblance of trad- 
ing among the contributors to the 
sale, that no consignor be a buyer at

that sale. No public sale of Hol- 
steins can be successful without a 
suitable catalog, and these sales have 
developed a large business in the 
making of such catalogs. This work 
is now done so efficiently that with the 
catalog before him any buyer can bid 
with confidence as to the breeding of 
the animal offered. 

One reason for the great popularity 
of the Holstein breed is that it is an 
all-around dairy breed, so that the 
man who invests does not put all his 
eggs in one basket. For milk ship- 
ping or cheese making the small fat 
globules in Holstein milk make it 
especially desirable, because they do 
not readilly separate from the other 
milk solids and rise to the top as 
cream. Then, too, the large produc- 
tion of milk gives the producer some 
show for a profit in milk shipping. 
For quantity of either cream or but- 
ter the  Holstein-Friesian breed 
stands unsurpassed. In fact, both 
short-time official and long-time semi- 
official tests show that no breed has 
approached the Holstein on quantity 
of butter-fat produced, and butter-fat 
is the basis for cream and butter. 
Holstein veal is so well known that 
it is needless to mention the advan- 
tage the breed is deriving from that 
quality. 

In the matter of beef many writers 
seem to think that the country is fac- 
ing a crisis; whereas the situation is 
the result of conditions long evident 
to the far-sighted. As long as there 
was free land and free range on the 
frontier, it kept down the values of 
land and of beef. Now that chang- 
ing conditions have increased land 
values and have wiped out the free 
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range, we can not expect cows to be 
kept as beef cattle alone merely for 
their calves. Beef would have to be 
very much higher than it is to make 
a@ paying proposition. Conditions 
with us are becoming much the same 
as in Europe. It is a_ self-evident 
fact that from now on the dairy cattle 
of the country must furnish the great- 
er proportion of the beef consumed. 
Heretofore dairy cattle beef has been 
so discriminated against as to dis- 
courage its production. The prices 
for such beef have not warranted the 
proper handling of the cattle to make 
good beef, though it can be readily 
done. All who have eaten Holstein 
beef from properly fitted cattle know 
that it is equal to the best; and many 
trials have shown that pure bred Ho.- 
steins cut to nearly as good advan- 
tage as to the choicer portions as do 
cattle of the beef breeds. Holland 
produces very fine beef, and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed in this country 
will produce beef equally good. 

The preference given by some 
breeders to light colored cattle has 
as yet done little or no damage to the 
Holstein breed. The sentiment of our 
best breeders is against any discrim- 
ination because of color, and against 
the development of fads of any kind. 
It is undeniable that the great majority 
of our large producers carry what 
used to be called Friesian markings; 
that is, the cattle are black with white 
markings. Without doubt the more 
evenly a cow is marxed the more she 
appeals to the eye; but is is noticeable 
at sales that when the cow is individ- 
ually satisfactory, it is her breeding 
and productive capacity under test 
that fixes her price. As a whole, 
Holstein-Friesian breeders are as 
level-headed a set of men as can be 
found, and are not liable to bog down 
through following any will-o’-the-wisp 
in the shape of a color fad. 

In investing money in Holstein- 
Friesian cattle and taking up their 
breeding as a part of their dairy busi- 
ness, beginners now have many ad- 
vantages that the earlier breeders 
wholly lacked. The breed is estab- 
lished and those investing in the 
breed are backed by the largest and 
strongest association of breeders of 
dairy cattle in the world. The asso- 
ciation is well officered, and _ thor- 
oughly organized to get the best re- 
sults. The Treasurer’s office is the 
central accounting office; while the 
direct work of the association is di- 
vided between the Secretary and Su 
perintendent of Advanced Registry in 
such a way that each has his own 
department and is wholly responsible 
for that department. The Secretary 
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has charge of all registrations and 
transfers, and edits the Herd Book. 
He also has charge of the publicity 
bureau and of all matters relating to 
the awarding of Association money 
oer other prizes at the fairs. To prop- 
erly do this work and give prompt 
service, the Secretary requires nearly 
50 clerks. 

The Superintendent of AdvancedReg- 
istry has charge of all matters pertain- 
ing to advanced registration. He edits 
the Advanced Register Year Book, a 
combination of the Advanced Regis- 
ter and Biue Book, and such pam- 
phlets as are from time to time neces- 
sary to show from a _ productive 
standpoint the progress of the breed. 
Advanced Registration, which is the 
advancing of a cow or bull because of 
merit from the Herd Book or pedi- 
gree register to the register of merit 
called the Advanced Register,  re- 
quires a great deal of machinery and 
many employes. The advanced regis- 
try office at Delavan, Wis., with its 
nine or 10 clerks is the central office, 
and each state engaged in advanced 
registration work is treated as a unit. 
Each state places in charge of tests 
of dairy cows some officer or instruc- 
tor at the state agricultural college, 
usually the professor of dairy hus- 
bandry or of animal industry; and 
this officer is authorized by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association to appoint 
supervisors of tests. No report of 
test is held to be complete, unless 
it is certified by the state officer in 
charge to the superintendent of ad- 
vanced registry. 

The number of supervisors, or field 
men for advanced registration work, 
runs from about 150 at the lowest to 
over 300 when the testing season is 
at its highest, and these supervisors 
constitute the main working force of 
the advanced registry office. For ob- 
vious reasons they are not paid by 
that office; although the association 
through that office guarantees their 
pay and expenses, and the superin- 
tendent is expected to see that they 
get all that is due them. Holstein- 
Friesian breeders are now paying 
about $35,000 annually for the _ ser- 
vices of these supervisors, who report 
both directly and indirectly to the ad- 
vanced registry office; but because of 
the peculiar conditions surrounding 
this work there is no way in which 
the superintendent can have such 
authority over them as would be de- 
sirabie. 

The superintendent also has charge 
of the awarding of about $15,000 in 
prize money, appropriated each year 
by the association to encourage the 
testing work. The breed is repre- 
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sented by two well established papers 
—the Holstein-Friesian Register and 
the Holstein-Friesian World. The 
former is a semi-monthly and the 
latter a weekly. Both papers are 
thriving, being well supported by Hol- 
stein breeders, who also pay _ out 
large sums for additional advertising 
space in the dairy and agricultural 
press. 

The unfavorable comments on the 
short-time official test are lessening, 
as the value of such tests is better 
understood. No dairy specialist, who 
will study the matter with an unbi- 
ased mind, can arrive at any other 
conclusion than that the short-time 
test is the bed rock on which the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders have reared 
the solid structure of breed develop- 
ment, popularity and success. These 
tests vary in length from seven days 
to six months; and they train and de- 
velop our breeders even more than 
they develop the cows. The cow is 
a delicate and intricate organization 
for the conversion of grain and coarse 
fodder into valuable food for man— 
an organization that needs close study 
to get best results. The official test 
gives our breeders opportunity for 
such study; and that they make good 
use of it our long-time semi-official 
tests show. A child must walk before 
it can run; a breeder must be success- 
ful in short-time official work before 
he can expect any great success in 
long-time tests. It is knowledge of 
the cow that develops the great cow 
and then gives her an opportunity to 
prove her ability. My experience as 
superintendent of advanced registry 
leads me to so fully recognize this 
that I feel it a duty not to encourage 
any breeder to take up long-time test- 
ing till he has gained experience in 


the care, feeding and development of 
cows through the short-time work. 
At the present time Holstein-Frie- 
sian breeders understand as never be- 
fore that though they have the great- 
est of dairy breeds, it is essential to 
develop the man that he may develop 
the cow. 

Helstein-Friesian breeders now 
think that they are just beginning to 
understand the possibilities in the de- 
velopment of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow. The close relation of body fat 
to milk fat is fully realized. The old 
idea of keeping the cow in a iean, 
muscular, race-horse condition has 
disappeared along with the terrors of 
milk fever; and the thought now is 
to so feed the cow as never to allow 
her to get thin. When a well 
bred Holstein cow is full fed she will 
use what she needs for her own sus- 
tenance, for the development of the 
unborn calf, and for milk production; 
and then she will use the surplus for 
the production of body fat as a pro- 
vision for the future. This makes of 
her a nearly perpetual motion dairy 
machine, and valuable accordingly. 
Holstein breeders are not’ worried 
over the dogma that full feed—which 
means’ giving calves and cows all 
they want to eat, just as children 
and grown humans are fed—will be 
conductive to a tendency to beef in- 
stead of dairy products as long as 
milk production is not discouraged. 
They know that the dairy tendencies 
of the breed have been so intensified 
by untold generations of breeding for 
milk first and beef as a secondary 
consideration that a continuance in 
that line can not be detrimental. 

Now, following those lines, just 
what are Holstein-Friesian breeders 
doing to prove that they are wiser

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than their critics? They started out 
on official test work 18 years ago with 
the idea that a fat production of 16 
pounds in seven days was a highly 
creditable amount to obtain, but soon 
raised the mark to 20 pounds. From 
that point it went by bounds to 24 
pounds, 28 pounds and 30 pounds. 
Now several cows are above the 380- 
pound mark, and K. P. Pontiac Lass 
has gone up to above 35 pounds. This 
work has been duplicated proportion- 
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from 24,347.2 pounds milk. Semi-offi- 
cial yearly testing has only been done 
by Holstein-Friesian breeders for the 
last few years, yet the Holstein breed 
can show 25 records above 800 pounds 
fat. Of course, the older cows make 
these great records; but the young- 
er classes show up proportionately 
as well. The Holstein-Friesian breed

ately for 30 days, K. P. Pontiac Lass 
producing above 137 pounds of fat in 
that time. She and Johanna De Kol 
Van Beers, another of the cows up 
above 30 pounds of fat in seven days, 
have produced officially in 90 days 
over 341 pounds and 334 pounds fat 
respectively. As to produce above 
30 pounds fat in seven days and above 
120 pounds in 30 days is now the aim 
in those two divisions, so to produce 
above 857 pounds fat in 365 days is 
now the aim in the semi-official yearly 
division; where the Ohio cow Banos- 
tine Belle De Kol, 1,058.34 pounds fat 
from 27,404.4 pounds of milk now 
reigns as queen, and the Massachu- 
setts cow, Creamelle Vale, appears 
with 29,581.4 pounds milk containing 
924.68 pounds fat. 

But one swallow does not make a 
summer, nor do several swallows; and 
in showing the productive capacity of 
cows of any breed it is averages that 
count. In this the Holstein breed in- 
vites comparison with the other dairy 
breeds.

Edicorials 





As we write the mer- 
A Journey to’ cury stands at twenty 
the North Pole degrees below zero, 

and from the sur- 
rounding country come reports of 
varying degrees of coldness, ranging 
from our twenty to as low as forty 
below zero. In other words, we have 
suddenly discovered ourselves engaged 
in a polar expedition. For, to all in- 
tents and purposes, this is precisely 
what such a cold snap means to us of 
New York and other states where 
frigid wintry conditions are not un- 
common. 

In the same car with us on our re- 
cent trip through the Canadian Rock- 
ies was a young lady who had never 
seen any snow before, and to her the 
wealth of dazzling whiteness that cov- 
ered the mountains and clung to the 
fir trees was a revelation that the rest 
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of us could hardly appreciate, much as 
we were impressed by the grandeur of 
the scenery. But an important ad- 
vantage of our present excursion is 
that we can take our neighbors and 
friends with us. Not many days ago 
the fields were bare and the fading 
tints of late autumn dimly reflected 
the glories of Indian Summer. We 
looked to the heights of the Eastern 
hills through a misty haze, and it 
seemed that summer was here for all 
the year. This morning all is changed. 
We are in the midst of snow and ice, 
and except that our neighbor’s chim- 
neys have a familiar look, we should 
believe ourselves on the northward 
journey a thousand miles from home. 

The dweller in our clime has only to 
stay at home to gain many of the ex- 
periences of the world-wide traveler. 
In summer, under certain conditions, 
we can judge of tropical temperature; 
and just now we can appreciate some 
of the hardships endured by the in- 
trepid explorers of the Arctic and 
Antarctic regions. 

The cold weather has its lessons. 
The time to provide for the comfort 
of our domestic animals is before we 
find ourselves in the grip of the frost. 
Rightly built and arranged, the cow 
stable is comfortable for man and 
beast even on a morning like this—a 
good place for the cattle and a good 
place for the man who takes care of 
them. Zero conditions are admirable

But there is absolutely 
no sign that the limit is at hand.

But one cow in the whole dairy 
realm, outside the Holstein-Friesian 
breed, has produced 1200 Ib. butter 
in a year.

Four Ayrshire cows have produced 


over 20,000 lb. milk in a year, the 
highest being a record of 23,022 Ib. 
These are the only four cows outside 
the Holstein-Friesian breed that have 
crossed the 20,000 Ib. mark. Up to 
the close of the last official year, sev- 
enty-two Holstein-Friesians had _ pro- 
duced in semi-official yearly test 20,- 
000 to 29,591.4 Ib. milk. At least eight 
others have already completed 20,000 
lb. records since the close of the year, 
making a_ grand total of eighty— 
twenty times as many as all other 
breeds combined. 

In view of these figures, is it any 
wonder that dairymen throughout the 
country are falling into line and 
scrambling to get on the Holstein- 
Friesian band wagon? Is it any won- 
der that the demand for the Black 
and Whites grows stronger and strong- 
er in spite of the fact. that more and 
more cattle are being raised and sold? 

During the fiscal year just passed, 
approximately 34,600 females and 21,- 
400 males were transferred on the 
records of the Association. If the Hol 
stein-Friesian market can assimilate 
this enormous output, and still call 
for more, and what need have we to 
worry that the bottom will drop out 
of the business? 

But we must not get self-satisfied 
and rest on our oars. We have 
worked and worked hard to gain our 
present commanding position, and 
now it is very essential that we keep

éverlastingly at it to hold that posi- 
tion. Our competitors are most em- 
phatically not sleeping. To remain in 
the lead, we must strive diligently to 
produce better cattle—cattle that will 
approximate the true type and that 
will combine with this individuality 
the ability to produce more than their 
progenitors. Then give them a better 
chance to develop free from disease, 
and the only thing that will remain to 
be done will be to let others know 
the results.

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CARE OF MILK AT THE FARM 
(From address of H. E. VanNorman, 
Professor of Dairy Husbandry, State Col- 
lege, Pennsylvania, before Ohio State 
Dairymen’s Association. 
Sige is knowledge of the truth, 
and science of the dairy business 
is knowledge of the truths in regard to 
this business. According to the re- 
port of the medical fraternities, a 
great deal of the sickness of children 
is due to bad milk. And the starting 
of the various crusades against bad 
milk makes me believe that out of 
all this is coming education and infor- 
mation. Now few men do wrong on 
purpose. Those things that are wrong 
are usually the results of ignorance, 
and it is by education that we over- 
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of bacteria, sugar is changed to lac- 
tic acid. Certain kinds produce gas. 
Sugar in cider is changed to acetic 
acid. Ptomaine poisoning is the pro- 
duct of bacterial growth. One kind 
carry diseases—diphtheria and scarlet 
fever. 

All bacteria are not harmful. They 
are all right unless found out of place. 
They are like people, we have to get 
rid of some of them, shut them up and 
even kill them. It ss much the same 
with bacteria. Some we will not have 
around, while others are desirable. 
We have to have some, but we do not 
want the same kind in butter that we 
find in Limburger cheese. It makes a 
bad combination. Now the air in this

come these conditions. Now why: is 
milk the cause of death? Why should 
the health board be after the pro- 
ducer of milk? He has grown up and 
has thrived upon the milk produced in 
that barn. This may be true, but 
what a strong, healthy country boy or 
girl may live on, may be sure death 
to the infant living in the stifling 
rooms of a tenement house. Now, 
what is it in milk that causes disease 
and death? Milk coming from healthy 
cows is a healthy food but it may not 
remain so, because of the bacteria. 
What are bacteria? Where do they 
come from? They are caused by many 
conditions of which we want to get 
rid. They grow and multiply, and by 
this process of their growth, change 
that in which they live, just as a 
plant changes the soil in which it 
grows, or as a room full of people 
changes the air. Now there are in 
the milk, bacteria which are chang- 
ing it. By the action of some kinds 


room is fairly teeming with bacteria. 
It would be foolish to try to handle 
certified milk in a room full of people. 
They do not hurt you in this room, 
but they would hurt the milk. One 
reason we want plenty of sunshine is 
to kill the bacteria. 

Now the farm side of it. You will 
find bacteria present everywhere. Ex- 
perience shows that there are few 
bacteria out of doors on a damp day, 
because they have been carried away 
by the rain. Conditions which make 
the least dust are of the most impor- 
tance to us in handling milk. What is 
dust in a barn? Where does it come 
from? The cows make it. Did you 
ever notice the sunshine in a room 
and see the particles of dust? There 
are just as many in the dark, only you 
cannot see them; the sunshine makes 
them visible. Sunshine shows that 
the air is full of dust. One source of 
dust in the barn is the hay. Once in 
a while the ceilings have cobwebs all 





over them and each cobweb festooned 
with dust, and every time a cow 
shakes her head, down comes a 
shower of dust. It is not possible for 
a man to sit down under a cow whose 
flanks have “rubber tired cushions” 
around them, without getting dust 
and dirt into the pail. Now manure is 
a carrier of bacteria from the intesti- 
nal tract of the cow, thus many cases 
of intestinal trouble are caused and 
physicians have been forced to study 
this problem. 

Now what would you think of your 
wife if she would take her cooking 
table and her breadboard and go down 
into the barn and place it on a stand 
between two cows? You would not 
eat her pastry, and yet you do not 
hesitate about drinking milk. The 
dairyman forgets that he is preparing 
human food. Though by baking the 
bacteria would be killed, while milk is 
taken raw. I speak of this just to 
show how inconsistent people are. We 
make such a fuss over dust-in the 
kitchen and do not notice it in the 
barn. 

If these are sources of bacteria in 
milk, is there not a lesson carried 
here? It is not uncommon for a 
milker to get the largest pail he can 
hold. He says that is is easier to 
catch the milk, but it is also easier 
to catch the dirt. See that the udder 
and flanks of the cow are clean and 
that the milker’s hands are clean and 
then use a small-opening milk pail. 
If you use a pail with a six inch open- 
ing you will have less than one-fourth 
the area that you have when using a 
pail with twelve inch opening. After 
all has been said and done, you can- 
not keep all the bacteria out. It is 
well to close the doors at milking time. 
Do not milk at once after the cows 
come into the barn. Do not move the 
bedding during the half hour before 
they come in. Do not clean the stable 
just ten minutes before you sit down 
to milk. Do not disturb anything in 
the barn for at least one-half hour be- 
fore milking. I watched forty cows go 
into a barn, and the air for five feet 
was just full of dust and hair, shaken 
off by the cows coming in. 

Wipe the udders off with damp 
cloths. Remember that when damp, 
bacteria do not fall nearly as much 
as when dry. Wash the udder once 
in a while, but it is not best for the 
ordinary dairyman to wash the udder 
often, because if great pains are not 
taken to dry the udder, other troubles 
are liable to follow. It can be made 
clean and damp enough so that the 
bacteria will not fall off. The next 
point is to get the milk away from the 
barn as soon as possible after it is 
drawn from the cow. Few bacteria 





wili grow and multiply if the milk is 
cool, but they will grow much faster 
if it is warm. Get the milk away; 
chill it down and do it quickly. Many 
do not understand the cooling propo- 
sition. Get the milk cooled quickly. 
Do not put water into the milk to cool 
it, but put the can of milk into cold 
water or run it over a cooler. Use a 
thermometer and be sure that the 
cooler is doing the work. Get it 
down to forty degrees and keep it 
there, and get it to the consumer as 
quickly as you possibly can. 





A MESSAGE FROM 
SUPERINTENDENT GARDNER 

In theory the object of advanced 
registration is ethical, being the im- 
provement of the breed, and through 
the breed, of the common dairy stock 
of the country; in practice in very 
many cases the ethical object is lost 
to sight, and the system is commer- 
cialized to the limit. It is right and 
proper that an owner of improved 
dairy cattle should receive a fitting 
reward for his efforts toward the im- 
provement of his breed; but just be- 
cause the rewards are so great, it is 
necessary that the rules and regula- 
tions for the conduct of tests should 
be as stringently drawn as may be con- 
sistent with their enforcement. The 
one point above all others is to retain 
the confidence of the dairy public. If 
that confidence be retained, the certi- 
ficates of productions issued by the 
several dairy associations will always 
be worth their face value; but if it 
be lost such certificates would hardly 
be worth the paper they were written 
upon. 

If in a flock numbering many hun- 
dreds there be but one black sheep, 
that sheep is the one conspicuous ani- 
mal in the flock. If ninety-nine breed- 
ers walk the straight line of recti- 
tude and the one hundredth breeder 
seems now and then to wabble, de- 
servedly or undeservedly, the eyes of 
the public will center on the one man. 
If the one alone, even though innocent, 
suffered, the result would not be so 
grave; but the truth of the matter is 
that the ninety-nine suffer for the 
fault, or alleged fault, of the one, the 
public getting the idea that they too 
may be wabbly when no one is watch- 
ing. To retain the confidence of the 
public, it is not sufficient that ninety- 
nine tests in one hundred shall be 
correct beyond dispute; the one hun- 
dredth must also be so conducted as to 
be beyond question.. In these days of 
quick communication the delinquen- 
cies or alleged delinquencies of any 
breeder, herdsman, or supervisor soon 
spread over the country. Such ru- 
mors, correct or otherwise, engender 
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a public distrust that not only hurts 
the breeders directly interested but 
also the breeders of all other pure 
bred dairy cattle. 

The Holstein-Friesian breed has not 
as yet suffered to any appreciable ex- 
tent from adverse criticism, and we 
must guard in all possible ways 
against all things that may give rise 
to such criticism. I may safely say 
that ninety-nine reports of official 
tests out of one hundred that come to 
this office are satisfactory; and I want 
the one-hundredth to be equally satis- 
factory. It is not necessarily the test 
with the large production that is un- 
satisfactory; the results may be just 
moderate. But a report of test that 
shows moderate results, for the 
first three or four days and then 
shows an increased production of 
thirty to forty per cent for the last 
few days is, to say the least, decidedly 
unsatisfactory. In such cases the first 
part of the tests runs below the mini- 
mum production requiring special re- 
ports to the Supt. of A. R.; and by the 
time the report of the last few days 
reaches this office the test may have 
been closed for two or more days. 

[I am arranging for closer connec- 
tion between the Advanced Registry 
office and the supervisors appointed 
by State and Provincial Agr. Colleges 
to conduct tests of Holstein-Friesian 
cows; and in future the appointment 
of each supervisor, with his place of 
assignment, will be reported to me. In 
this way I shall know which of our 
breeders are to test, can advise them 
as to their duties, and can keep closer 
track of all supervisors. Last June 
our Board of Officers authorized the 
Supt. of A. R. to hold the owner of the 
cow, or person in charge, responsible 
for the making of all required reports 
to this office; and under this authority 
{ now announce that no test, begun 
after Jan. 1, 1914, on which a verifica- 
tion test would have been ordered, 
will be accepted for entry in the Ad- 
vanced Register unless partial prelim- 
inery reports have been made to this 
office during the progress of the test. 
I also announce that in _ case 
any test showing large production 
is closed before the Superintend- 
ent of A. R. has had an opportu- 
nity to order a verification, the clos- 
ing of that test will not be accepted as 
any bar to a re-test. In any case of 
verification test, where the results do 
not seem to confirm the previous re- 
sults reported, the report of the test 
will be held up and referred to our 
Board of Officers for action, as is now 
done, and the same course will be tak- 
en in cases where the cow is so heavi- 
ty fed as to break before a verification 
test can be made. 

Malcolm H. Gardner, 
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Quentin McAdam, Utica, N. Y., 
writes: One of the most recent ar- 
rivals at the Brothertown Farms is a 
young bull, sired by Spring Farm 
Pontiac Cornucopia, the son of the 
44-lb. cow, and from Sadie Vale Con- 
cordia 3d’s Hengerveld, who as a 
senior 4-yr-old made records of 28.46 
Ib. butter in 7 days, 112.77 Ib. in 30 
days. She was sired by Hengerveld 
De Kol, and from one of the best 
daughters of Sadie Vale Concordia, 
the first 30-lb. cow the breed ever 
produced. It will thus be seen that 
the two nearest dams of this youngster 
have records averaging 36.32 Ib. but- 
ter in 7 days, 142.13 Ib. in 30 days. He 
is a very nice one individually, being 
very large and straight, and well 
marked, perhaps three-fourths white. 

I will say just a word about the calf 
I am advertising in this issue. He is 
a very nice, straight individual, con- 
siderably more black than white. His 
sire, King Segis Beets, is one of the 
very best sons of King Segis. The 
dam has only a small record, made a 
long time after calving. She is, how- 
ever, a beautiful young cow of great 
promise, and should certainly make a 
splendid record at some future time.

The Executive committee will meet 
on Wednesday, February 4th, 1914, at 
9:30 a. m., in the Prince George hotel. 

The railroad companies are making

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members will be present at the meet- 
ing, as much business of importance is 
to be transacted. Among the proposi- 
tions that will come up for consider- 
ation are:

This herd of 265 animals, of which over one-half were heifers with 
first or second calves, produced in seven consecutive days 101,203.6 Ibs. of milk containing 3567.843 Ibs. of butter- 
fat; thus showing an average of 3.53 per cent fat. The average production for each animal was 381.9 lbs. milk 
containing 13,464 lbs. of butter-fat; equivalent to 54.56 Ibs. or nearly twenty-six quarts of milk per day; and 15.73 


lbs. of the best commercial butter per week.
